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PREFACE. 



[HIS Hand Book will be of great service to those 
Collectors, who in their travels have occasion to 
refer momentarily to any work treating on the 
subject. The lai^cr volume by the same author, 
which has received such unprecedented favour 
from the Public, has become, in consequence of additional re- 
search, too ponderous for the pocket, and is suitable only for the 
table or library. This condensed resumi forms a Supplement 
to the original work entided "Marks and Monograms on 
Pottery and Porcelain, by W, Chafffrs ; " and a reference 
to it for histoiical and descriptive information is indispensable; 
while for the illustrations of examples of every fabrique of im- 
portance, the reader must consult his album, called " The 
Kehamic Gallery," published in 1872, 

In a manual of this sort, the more simple the arrangement, 
the better for reference, and the three principal divisions — 
Maiolica, Fayence, and Porcelain — comprise every de- 
scription of fictile ware. The classification of the marks 
under different heads, as "Crowns," "Anchors," "Animals," 
" Flowers," &c., only causes needless repetition, and an alpha- 
betical arrangement of factories is unnecessary with the copious 
index which precedes the marks in our book. We also con- 
sider it of little impKirtance to the general reader whether the 
mark occurs on a plate or a vase, or if decorated with land- 
scapes, figures, or flowers, for every manufactory produced 
hundreds of other pieces, all varying in form and feature. All 
this information, as well as the name of the owner, will be 
found in our large work, given as authority for correctness. 



VI PREFACE. 



The names of the manufactories and the principal potters, 
with dates of establishment, being placed underneath the 
marks, is obviously a more simple method than referring to 
another page for the corresponding number. Taking all these 
things into consideration, we do not think it desirable to 
deviate from our original simple arrangement, which has been 
found all-sufficient and universally approved ; our Hand Book 
fears no rival, and still maintains its superiority and high 
position against all comers, as evidenced by the large sale it 
has had since its first appearance in 1874. 

One great advantage in our little book consists in the care- 
ful representations of the marks, which are traced in most 
instances from the originals; other manuals published since 
ours are mere copies of the marks from other works, and for 
the sake of uniformity reduced in size, hence their incorrect- 
ness, while the more intricate, although equally important, are 
omitted. In one of these manuals the repetitions occupy 80 
pages, and the Oriental marks are considered of such import- 
ance as to fill 50 pages more ; in another the Oriental marks 
are conspicuous by their absence, being altogether ignored, 
and no reference made to the porcelain of Ciiina or Japan. 

The marks and monograms of fabriques and potters' names 
here given, numbering upwards of 3000, form a most complete 
and comprehensive guide to the knowledge of all the varieties 
of the Keramic Art — a veritable multum in parvo.
